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Continuation of 3. WOTfe: Claims 1 and 5 have been amended to now cite "an electronic microcircuit module tape including a mask and a 
substrate ... a second opposite face of this substrate which requires further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 16, applicant argues "in Hoppe 
et al. the face of contact surface 5 where the connecting elements 19 attach is not an opposite face of the substrate (11,5) which has the 
adhesive 22". This argument is not persuasive because the substrate (1 1 and 5) of Hoppe et al. has two surfaces, i.e., a first surface (S1) 
and the opposite second surface (S2; see the figure in this page). Thus, the face of the contact surface 5 of Hoppe et al. is an opposite 
face of the substrate where the adhesive 22 is formed.

Furthermore, applicant argues "there is no disclosure or suggestion that opening 26 in Fig. 3 forms a window adapted to 
subsequently receive the integrated circuit." This argument is not persuasive because the opening 26 of Hoppe et al. is two-step opening 
to subsequently receive casting compound 21 that includes the integrated circuit 17 (column 3, line 65 - column 4, line 4 and see e.g., Fig. 
3). 

For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained..
